3. Claims 1-16 and 29-31 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features of a GUI framework for a network management 
and service provisioning workstation of a managed communications network the frame work 
comprising a plurality of generic view panel components for displaying to a user network 
management and service provisioning information regarding managed network entities and for 
receiving user input; a plurality of view panel descriptor files each descriptor file including 
information specifying the configuration of a corresponding generic view panel component; a 
plurality of rules for specifying valid interactions with attributes of network entities managed by 
the network management and service provisioning workstation; and machine logic for selectively 
configuring a run-time at least one generic view panel component in accordance with the 
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specification detailed in the corresponding descriptor file to display view panel instance on a 
display view panel instance on a display interface in response to a user input. These features are 
not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The present invention is directed to a plurality of view panel descriptor files each 
descriptor file including information specifying the configuration of a corresponding generic 
view panel component; a plurality of rules for specifying valid interactions with attributes of 
network entities managed by the network management and service provisioning workstation; and 
machine logic for selectively configuring a run-time at least one generic view panel component 
in accordance with the specification detailed in the corresponding descriptor file to display view 
panel instance on a display view panel instance on a display interface in response to a user input. 

Each independent claim is identified "a plurality of rules for specifying valid 
interactions with attributes of network entities managed by the network management and service 
provisioning workstation; and machine logic for selectively configuring a run-time at least one 
generic view panel component in accordance with the specification detailed in the corresponding 
descriptor file to display view panel instance on a display view panel instance on a display 
interface in response to a user input " The closest prior art Straub discloses a conventional 
select components from multiple themes to enhance the GUI; either singularly or in combination 
fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitations obvious.
